NEXT AUGUST. 


ST. PETERSBURG, February 23.— 


•The war will end In August or Sep- 
tember In the total defeat of the Japan- 
ese," said to the Associated Press a 
high authority In Intimate-touch with 
the Russian war plans, whose opinion 
can be. taken faithfully to represent the j 
belief In the highest official quarters. 
He added: 


JAPS AND BRITISH. 


"How the Japanese can hope to suc- 


ceed when our army in the East 
is 


strengthened to a point equal or su- 
perior in numbers, to that of our ad- 
versaries, we are honestly unable to 
understand. 
It will not be difficult to 


. place two, four or even six hundred 


thousand additional men in the field 
If necessary. 
When our forces 
are 


concentrated and ready they will fin- 
ish by driving the Japanese into 
the 


sea. 
Frankly, It'seems to us that the 


Japanese either have utterly failed to 
Appreciate Russia's resources, or have 
counted upon the aid of the 
United 


States or Great 
Britain, 
neither of 


which countries ever contemplated be- 
coming involved. As far as Great Brit- 
ain is concerned we do not believe any 
hallucinations existed there. 


"We believe that the British states- 


men, who did so much to push Japan 
into war, believed with Japan's defeat 


' they would accomplish two things for 


Great Britain—first to give Russia 
a 


check, for, of course, the war must im- 
pede our progress temporarily; second, 
to cripple Japan's maratlme power, 
which was beginning to be greatly felt 
in the Pacific. 


RUSSIA 
WILL 
WAIT. 


"It can be said with the utr.iosl pos- 


itiveness that Russia will bide 
her 


time and she will act on the defensive 
until she Is confident that her weight 
of numbers will leave no doubt as to 
the result. Reinforcements are going 
forward at the rate of 3000 per day. 
Probably some time will elapse before 
Russia feels prepared to assume the 
offensive. 


"The conviction is growing here in 


official circles that in spite of Japan- 
ese denials the Japanese fleet was se- 
verely crippled off Port Arthur in the 
engagement which began February 8th. 
The Admiralty has no direct 
official 


information to support this, except the 
mnnner in which the Japanese aban 
doned the attack at the end of forty- 
five minutes. It is pointed out at the 
Admiralty that two weeks have now 
elapsed without the whereabouts of 
tho Japanese fleet being definitely re- 
ported, and 
the 
opinion is gaining 


ground that it has gone to a Japanese 
port for repair." 


It is pointed out also that It has al- 


ways been the Japanese policy to an- 
nounce only victories to the Admiral- 
ty, adding: 
"We know they sustainec 


losses In the Chinese war which were 
in ver admitted."

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—The clos- ' 


Ing day's session of the Senate on the 
Panama Canal' treaty opened at 11:15 
today. 
Mr. Bacon of Georgia took the 


floor to expjain his vote on the treaty. 


He 
said there had been a serious 


Question raised as to whether a Sen- 
ator should be guided by the wishes of 
his constituents or by his own judg- 
ment in voting on all Important mat- 
ters of public Interest. 
After giving 


the question due deliberation, he said 
he believed a Senator should listen to 
the wishes of his State, and accord- 
ingly he would vote for the treaty. 


At the same time, he said, .notwith- 


standing the fact that the interests of 
Georgia called for the ratification of 
the treaty theipeople of the State did 
not approve of recent occurrences on 
the Isthmus. 
After stating his posi- 


tion, Mr. Bacon spoke of his 
amend- 


ment to the treaty looking to a peace- 
ful settlement of all th,- difficulties 
between the United States and Colom- 
_bia by paying a sum.'of money to Co- 
lombia in full compensation for the 
surrender and quit claim of all right 
of sovereignty over the territory em- 
braced In.the Republic' of Panama. 


Mr. Berry of Arkansas said that if he 


believed the defeat of the treaty would 
restore Colombia's sovereignty over Pan- 
ama he would vote against the conven- 
tion, but he declared the defeat of the 
treaty would be unavailing in that re- 
spect. 


The people of ths South wanted the 


canal, and therefore he thought it the 
duly of the representatives of the South 
to vote for the treaty. 


Mr. Teller of Colorado said that the

tures stood the flerce heat of the holo- 
esust better than any other type of 
:|>ulfaing. 
Owing to the heat-resisting 


qualities of the skyscrapers the loss 
from the flre will be considerable less 
than was at first estimated. 


Exjperts who have examined the ru- 


ins'are surprised at the wiiy Hi" tall 
.towers of steei and tile withstood the 
flames. Floor, arches, main partitions 
•nd the tile floors remain in vooras 
where the heftt fused typewriting- ma- 
chines Into molten masses. Orni-men- 
tal marble work, brass and bronze fin- 
ishings and glass have all disappeared, 
but the gigantic steel frameworks still 
etand. Even where the stone used as 
the casing material dissolved and fell 
*nray In .shapeless masses, the- steel 
skeletons remain, and can be repaired 
and ueed again. Many of the buildings 
•t flrst supposed to be complete wrecks 
can be rehabilitated at moderate cost 
for repairs and reconstruction. 


Architects 
acknowledge 
that 
the 


warping of the steel framework has 
been slight in comparison to their ex- 
pectations, and many experts express 
the opinion that If the tall buildings 
had been fitted with steel Rhutleis and 
metal window frames and equipped 
with water'standplpes, they would not. 
only be well-night invulnerable ;hem- 
•elvcB, but would be invaluable obsta- 
cles to the spread of fire. 
Tlie con- 


servative ^architects who have contend- 
ed that the steel frame shell building 
represented an ephemeral and danger- 
ous type of building are confounded. 
As a result of the practical demonstra- 
tion given at Baltimore, steel, tiling and 
terra cotta will come into still greater 
favor as building materials. 


The experience of the Monumental

WHY BIRDS MIGRATE. 


It wns supposed formerly that mlgrat- 
ine birds traveled vorv rapidly. *ome cov-

Some were even said to lly at the 
rate of fifty and sixty miles an hour , 
and to keep this up for eight and ten | 
hours a ilay, as if nnxlous to get back to i 
their winter or summer huunts.

The migration journey Is u perind 
of harvest-time joy and celebration for 
the birds.
